SUBJECT: LUERS' MEETING WITH MOJSOV 

1 . LUERS MET THIS MORNING WITH DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER 
MOJSOV FOR AN HOUR-LONG REVIEW OF U.S.- YUGOSLAV 
BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL RELATIONS. DURING CONVERSATION 
LUERS REVIEWED CURRENT U.S. POSITIONS ON THE MIDDLE 

EAST, PANAMA CANAL, AND U.S.-SOVIET RELATIONS. IN 
ADDITION, LUERS RAISED ISSUE OF TERRORIST ACTS AGAINST 
YUGOSLAV DIPLOMATIC INSTALLATIONS IN THE UNITED STATES 
AND EMPHASIZED USG INTENTION TO DO EVERYTHING IT 
COULD TO PROTECT DIPLOMATIC MISSIONS IN THE UNITED STATES. 

2. MOJSOV MADE SEVERAL POINTS WHICH WILL BE OF INTEREST 
TO THE DEPARTMENT. 

A. THE MIDDLE EAST: WHILE THE YUGOSLAVS WILL 

BE TALKING "SOON" TO THE PLO, THEY HAVE, AS YET, NO 
DIRECT WORD ON PLO ATTITUDES IN THE WAKE OF 
THE VANCE VISIT. THE GOY HAS HEARD "INDIRECTLY," 

HOWEVER, THAT THE PLO IS NOT PREPARED TO ABANDON ITS 
CURRENT POSITION ON UN RESOLUTION 242. A CHANGE IN THE 
PLO POSITION. MOJSOV SAID. IS A DIPLOMATIC CARD WHICH THE 
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PLO IS NOT PREPARED TO GIVE UP IN ADVANCE. AND WILL 

NOT OCCUR IN THE ABSENCE OF PRIOR ASSURANCE OF RECIPROCITY. 

MOJSOV ALSO REITERATED FOREIGN MINISTER MINICS EARLIER 
RECOMMENDATION TO DEPUTY SECRETARY CHRISTOPHER THAT 
DIRECT USG CONTACT WITH THE PLO MIGHT PROVE TO BE 
PRODUCTIVE. 

B. U.S.-SOVIET RELATIONSHIP: MOJSOV SAID IT 
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IS THE GOY'S ESTIMATE THAT THE SOVIETS ARE NOW "PASSING 
THROUGH" THEIR MOST DIFFICULT TIME IN ASSESSING THE NEW 
U.S. ADMINISTRATION. IT IS THE YUGOSLAV VIEW THAT 
THE SOVIETS ARE NOW COMING TO A "MORE POSITIVE ASSESSMENT" 

OF THE ADMINISTRATION THAN HAD EXISTED EARLIER. MOJSOV 
ALSO SAID THE SOVIETS, DURING THE TITO VISIT, HAD INDICATED 
AN INTEREST IN REACHING A SUCCESSFUL CONCLUSION OF THE 
VARIOUS ISSUES UNDER NEGOTIATION BETWEEN THE SOVIETS AND 
THE UNITED STATES. HE ALSO PROMISED THAT PRESIDENT TITO 
WOULD BE RESPONDING TO THE LETTER FROM PRESIDENT 
CARTER AFTER HIS RETURN TO BELGRADE FROM PEKING. 

C. SOUTHERN AFRICA: THE NEW ANGLO-AMERICAN PLAN 

FOR RHODESIA IS A "GOOD ONE." YUGOSLAV INDICATIONS FROM 
LUSAKA ARE THAT SOUTHERN AFRICAN LEADERS ARE EXPECTING 
A WRITTEN PLAN; IF THEY CAN GET THIS THE YUGOSLAVS 
ARE "HOPEFUL" THAT THE FRONT LINE STATES WILL RESPOND 
POSITIVELY. MOJSOV WAS NOT OPTIMISTIC ABOUT THE 
POSSIBILITIES FOR A POSITIVE SMITH RESPONSE, BUT SAID 
HE WAS MORE HOPEFUL WITH REGARD TO NAMIBIA THAN HE 
HAD EARLIER BEEN. 

D. BALKAN COOPERATION: IN RESPONSE TO LUERS’ 

QUESTION ON WHETHER THERE WAS ANY TRUTH TO THE RUMERS 
THAT THERE WAS RENEWED PROGRESS TOWARD INCREASED BALKAN 
COOPERATION, MOJSOV SAID THAT THE SITUATION HAS NOT 
CHANGED, AT LEAST IN PART BECAUSE OF THE BULGARIANS. 

THERE HAS BEEN NO PROGRESS AND PRESS REPORTS TO THE 
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CONTRARY ARE IN ERROR. 

3. AT CONCLUSION OF MEETING AMBASSAOR ASKED MOJSOV 
IF THERE WAS ANYTHING LATTER NEEDED BEFORE HIS 
SEPTEMBER 10 DEPARTURE FOR THE UNGA. WHILE MOJSOV 
RESPONDED IN THE NEGATIVE, EMBASSY IS NEVERTHELESS 
CONCERNED THAT APPROPRIATE STEPS TO ASSURE HIS SECURITY 
HAVE BEEN TAKEN-DESPITE HIS BAD TEMPER DURING HIS LAST 
VISIT TO NEW YORK. WE WOULD APPRECIATE KNOWING WHAT THE PLANS 
ARE FOR HIS PROTECTION, AND WHETHER MOJSOV HAS BEEN 
INFORMED (PRESUMABLY THROUGH THE YUGOSLAV EMBASSY IN 
WASHINGTON) OF WHAT WILL BE DONE.
